ROAD BUILDING 
The country is waking up at last 
to the need and the unprecedented 
opportunity of road-building. In March 
the new projects approved under the 
Federal Ald Road Act broke all rec­ 
ords. In April the March record was 
nearly doubled, the secretary of agri­ 
culture approving 120 federal aid pro­ 
jects involving the improvement of 
923 miles of highway at a total cost 
of over f 16,000,000, of which $7,528,- 
000 represents federal aid. 
Up to the first of May, 1057 state 
highway projects had been approved, 
involving 10,580 miles of road at a 
total estimated cost of about $93,000.-

Of this

sum, $36,576,000 
comes from the federal treasury. 
Uncle Sam still has plenty of funds 
for the purpose, and there are still 
tees of thousands of miles of import­ 
ant roadway in the United States that 
could be improved with profit to the 
Immediate locality, the state and the 
nation.
